The influence of good roail construc¬ 
tion upon increase in traffic is strik¬ 
ingly shown in ligures compiled by the 
California highway commission relat¬ 
ing to the increase of the number of 
motor trucks in Los Angeles count) 
since the 300 miles of improved count) 
highway began to be available in that 
section. Since December 31, 1309, when 
the good roads agitation began to 
erystalize into construction in Los 
Angeles motor trucks in that county 
have increased as follows: Number in 
use December 31, 1910, 04: on Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1911, 985; on December 31, I ft 12, 
1 , 880 ; on December 31, 1913, 3.100 or 
more. 

As the improved highways have been 
1 m 111 for greater distances out of Los 
Angeles the delivery zones have been 
steadily widened. Business houses 
whose heads testify that at one time 
they refused to make deliveries ns far 
out as Jefferson and Main streets in 
Los Angeles, a distance of some fort) 
Idocks, now make delivery trips daily 
to the beach and foothill cities near¬ 
by. Regular truck hauls are made from 
Los Angeles to Santa Monica, Long 
flench. Whittier, Pasadena, San lier- 
nardino, Pomona, Riverside and other 
•ities fifteen to sixty miles distant In 
some instances owners of trucks have 
made hauls at rates practically equiv¬ 
alent to the shorthaul rates of the 
steam and electric lines. 

A feature which will he developed 
by state highway construction, in the 
opinion of motor truck experts, is the 
use of motor truck trains, in which 
tractors will pick up trailers at differ- 
nt ranches to haul products cheaply 
to the centers of population. 


With the ground already saturated 
from the previous rain the storm of 
the last week with a precipitation of 
more than eleven inches came as near 
to creating Mood conditions as would 
Well be possible In Sierra Madre. With 
mail service interrupted for three days, 
unimproved streets damaged and im¬ 
proved streets covered with debris de¬ 
posited by the storm water, all bridges 
out over the Little Manta Anita washed 
away, mountain trails rendered almost 
impassable and a dozen cabins de¬ 
stroyed in the Rig Santa Anita, it will 
take some time to restore conditions 
to normal. 

Most of the rain came between Sat- 
urdu) evening and Monday morning 
and it was during Sunday night that 
a large part of the damage was done. 
About midnight there must have been 
a veritable cloudburst iu the moun¬ 
tains, judging by the heavy fall here. 
The result was the Hooding of gutters 
and every little gully became a tor¬ 
rent. 

Storm Is General 

All Southern California appears to 
have been soaked to the same extent. 
While Sierra Madre had the highest 
rainfall, in other places where drainage 
conditions are not so good there was 
much more damage. Nearly all steam 
railroads were tied up and some of 
the Pacific Electric lines as well. Low¬ 
lands were Hooded, vast areas in the

Other cities fared worse than did 
Sierra Madre in the matter of trans¬ 
portation. The Pacific Electric bridge 
over the Sntyta Anita wash was weak¬ 
ened so as to make traffic- impossible 
for a day. The Santa Fe being crip¬ 
pled, the Monrovia postmaster is re¬ 
ported to have sent the messenger who 
carries the mail from the Santa Fe 
station directly to the Los Angelos 
post office for all first class mail. 


ENTER REAR END 


In porno lines of business a “back 
ilonr" traffic is not considered legiti¬ 
mate. but the* Pacific Kleetric proposes 
to make it the rule on nil passenger 
cars beginning February first. Notices 
have been posted to the effect that af¬ 
ter that date the front entrances t<» all 
cars will he closed and passengers 
must enl< r and alight at tin* rear end. 
The theory hack of the order is that 
the conductor is stationed at the rear 
end of the ear and can assist passen¬ 
gers in getting on and off ears and 
can prevent many accidents. The order 
applies both to cars run singly and in 
trains.

Including the Summer session at¬ 
tendance. tlie largest gains in the de¬ 
cade from 1903 to 1943 wore made by 
Columbia, with an increase from 4.557 
to 9,929. a gain of 6,372, or an increase 
of ilS per cent. California shows an 
increase of 3.594 students. Now York 
University of 3.3.31. Pennsylvania of 
3.,324. Chicago of 2,688. Wisconsin of 
2,669. Ohio State of 2.423, Cornell of 
2.174. Illinois of 2,020, and Michigan 
of 2.082 during the period mentioned. 

So far ns the individual Faculties 
of the various universities are con¬ 
cerned. Harvard with 2,350 men and 
564 women, (Radoliffe College,) lends 
in the number of college undergradu¬ 
ates. being followed by California with 
1.112 men and 1.626 women; Michi¬ 
gan. with 1.736 men and 784 women; 
Stanford, with 1.243 men and 500 wo¬ 
men: Chicago, with 936 men and 767 
women: Kansas, with 942 men and CSS 
women: Wisconsin, with S2S men and 
776 women: Minnesota, with 639 men 
and 8s2 women: Texas, with Sll men 
and 709 women: Columbia, with S41 
men and 623 women: Yale, with 1,402 
men; Nebraska, with 541 men and 733 
women, and Princeton. with 1.267 
men. All of the institutions in the 
list admit women undergraduates, 
with the exception of Johns Hopkins. 
Princeton. Virginia, and Yale. The 
Columbia women undergraduates are 
enrolled at Barnard College, and the 
Harvard women at Radoliffe College.

WEDDING BOXES. 

How to Make Receptacles For Bride 
Cake at Home. 

It is quite possible to cover small 
boxes for wedding cake at home if 
you have clever lingers and arc willing 
to spend the time necessary to do the 
work well. 

A wedding enke Ihix should, of 
course, always he simple. White is 
the only color permissible on it unless 
a small bunch of flowers, with green 
stems the flowers must be white—Is 
used as decoration. 

If you would make these boxes buy 
smnll boxes of the desired shape and 
size and then buy paper to cover them. 

White crinkled paper can !>o used. A 
good way to put the paper in tin* cov¬ 
er. which is the only part that shows 
when the box is closed, is to paste tt 
only on the under side. Cut two strips 
of paper, one tho width of the box. 
another the length, both running with 
the grain of the paper. 

Paste the end of one strip to the un¬ 
der part of one end of the cover; draw 
It out over the end. tin* top and the 
other end of the cover, and then cut It 
off. allowing an Inch of paper to paste 
on the under part of the other end of 
the cover. Fasten the crosswise piece 
In the same way. 

Make tiny white paper flowers nnd 
fasten a little bunch of them to tho 
cover with a small how of baby white 
satin ribbon. 

These boxes are dainty and can be 
made at little cost. The cake which 
is put in them should be daintily wrap¬ 
ped In waxed paper.

ICELESS REFRIGERATOR. 


Apparatus Designed For Use In Ice¬ 
boxes of Family Size. 

An apparatus that provides Iceless 
refrigeration for iceboxes of ordinary 
size and is particularly adapted to use 
in the home has been developed and 
placed on the market. There are no 
moving parts in this apparatus, and 
no engine or other motive power is re¬ 
quired. 

In using, two horizontal cylinders 
are partly tilled with aqua ammonia, 
which is simply a mixture of water 
and ammonia, and this is heated to 
the boiling point by a burner placed 
under the lower cylinder. The heat¬ 
ing is usually done with gas or gaso¬ 
line. but kerosene, alcohol, steam, 
ele.tricity or charcoal may be used. 
The heating causes the ammonia to 
pass off as a gas through the piping 
into a condenser at the top of the up- 
rignt cylinder shown nt the left. Here 
the ammonia gas is cooled and reduc¬ 
ed to a liquid state by running water, 
the liquid ammouia being stored in the

Oouhtless, Judge Houser interpreted 
the law and the rules of court proced¬ 
ure correctly when he refused to per¬ 
mit David Evans, of the county civil 
service commission to address the 
court in the course of the trial at 
v, h:eh the legality of the commission 
is being test* d. This is simply another 
example of the ever widening breach 
hetwen the public and justice. I do 
ot rt f. r to the merits of the Norton- 
Evans ease, hut, theoretically, Evans 
was employing attorneys to perform 
f*r him a certain task. In the course 
of their work, the employer decides to 
take a h ind and hell* them, and he is 
ordered to desist. Not even the rules 
of union labor prevent a man from do¬ 
ing his own work if he so desires — 
even if he spoils the job. So we have 
here the spectacle of a defendant in 
court gagged from saying a word in 
his own behalf. I remember one of the 
most dramatic moments in the trial 
of Patrick Calhoun was when, in the 
midst of a veritable riot among his 
i.yn lawyers, the prosecutors and Judge 
Lawler, the defendant rose and de¬ 
manded to lie heard, recalling to the 
court and the jury that he was on 
trial, his liberty in danger of being 
taken from him, and this was no time 
for legal bickerings.

As soon 
as the storage cylinder is tilled the Are 
under the limiting tanks is extinguish¬ 
ed, and water is passed through the 
coils contained in these tanks. This 
cooilng condenses tile liquid and gas 
in the tanks and causes a suction in 
the piping that runs through the ice¬ 
box to the storage cylinder. 

Since atnnumia will expand rapidly 
when given the necessary room there 
is a flow of gas from the storage cyl¬ 
inder through the expansion coils in 
the icebox to the heating cylinders, 
where it is again absorbed by the wa¬ 
ter. Refrigeration is due to the fact 
that the ammonia in expanding takes 
up heat from all sides, and the appa¬ 
ratus is so arranged that practically 
all this expansion occurs in the coils 
located in the icebox. — Popular Me¬ 
chanics.
